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larger  Australian  wheat  crop 

The  first  official  estimate  of  Australian  wheat  acreage  is  given  as 
11,000,000  acres  according  to  a  cable  from  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture.    Last  year's  acreage  was  10,289,000  acres.     Growing  conditions 
have  "been  favorable  this  season  and  prospects  are  promising.    The  Institute 
also  sent  an  unofficial  estimate  of  production  placing  the  crop  at' 150,000,000 
bushels  compered  with  107,449,000  bushels  last  year  and  164,577,000  in  1924-25 
when  the  acreage  was  10,318,000.  This  indicates  a  yield  per  acre  of  13.6  bush- 
els which  is  higher  than  in  any  of  the  past  five  years  with  the  exception  of 
1924-25  when  the  yield  was"15.2  bushels.  •  If  this  production  estimate  should  be 
borne  out  Australia  would  have  about  110,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  for  export 
this  year  since  her  requirements  for  home  consumption  average  about  40,000,000 
bushels. 


CROP  SUMMARY  ANNOUNCEMENT 

This  issue  of  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets  contains  tables  covering  North- 
ern Hemisphere  crop  production,  which  bring  up  to  date  the  statistical  data 
available  for  the  crops  covered.    Next  week,  under  date  of  October  25,  we  will 
publish  a  statement  covering  the  agricultural  production  situation  dealt  here- 
with statistically,  and  will  also  include  tables  to  show  the  relative  pre-war 
and  post-war  positions  of  European  agriculture  excluding  Russia.    It  is  planned 
to  make  a  brief  summary  of  the  general  world  agricultural  production  situation 
each  month  at  about  this  date. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  past  week  has  been  characterized  by  falling  prices  for  many  leading 
commodities  in  foreign  markets.    Wiltshire  sides  at  Liverpool  reached  new  low 
levels  at  21.40  cents  per  pound  for  American,  21.94  cents  for  Canadian  and 
26.07  cents  for  Danish.    Butter  at  Copenhagen,  at  34.63  cents,  is  below  the 
New  York  Market  by  more  than  the  import  duty,  While  apples  at  the  Liverpool 
auction  of  October  13  dropped  from  50  cents  to  $1.00  for  both  boxes  and  bar- 
rels below  the  levels  of  the  preceding  week.    In  the  Bradford  wool  market  a 
decline  of  5  per  cent  in  60-64' s  followed  the  previous  rise  in  merino  64  tops. 
Finer  and  crossbred  tops,  however,  remained  firm,  as  did  yam  prices.  Demand 
was  slow  for  most  piece  goods,  with  the  fuel  situation  continuing  to  affect 
all  lines  adversely.     See  pages  219,  220,  231, 
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GHAUTS 

The  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  reports  that  there  tall  be  consider- 
able lowering  of  quality  and  grade  throughout  most  of  Canada.    In  Manitoba 
the  grain  in  the  shock  suffered  considerably  from  the  wet  September  weather 
and  grades  will ^ be  lowered  by  bleaching  and  toughening.    Anxiety  to  get  the 
grain  threshed  in  Saskatchewan  resulted  in  quite  a  quantity  of  tough  grain 
being  marketed  and  several  days  of  good  drying  weather  would  be  welcome  to 
put  the  grain  in  g6od  condition.    It  is  anticipated  that  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  wheat  crop  ill  Alberta  will  be  reduced  in  grade  owing  to  the  very 
wet  unfavorable  weather  of  September,  but  until  the  grain  is  threshed  and 
graded  the  actual  damage  cannot  be  estimated.

•The  s&cat  crop  of  Prance  is  officially  placed  at' 248, 605,000  bushels,  > 
according  to  a  cable  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.  The 
Bulletin  des  Halles  of  September  8  estimated  wheat  to  be  258,633,000  bushels.. 
The  average  wheat  requirements  of  France  during  the  four  years  1921-22  to 
1924-25  were  318,000,000  bushels,  which  would  indicate  the  additional  require- 
ment this  year  of  about  /O, 000, 000  bushels  to  be  made  up  by  imports,  long 
milling,  and  substitutes.  It  must  be' noted  in  this  connection  that  the' French 
rye  crop  this  year  is  smaller  than  usual.  Last  year,  with  a  crop  of  330,842,000 
bushels  of  wheat,  Prance  imported  34,000,000  bushels.  Last  year,  however,  the 
quality  of  the  wheat  was  poor  and  a  large  percentage  was  -unmerchantable.  Carry- 
over is  reported  to  bo  negligible. 

Although  the  quantity  of  Austria's  wheat  crop  is  some  8  per  cent  below 
the  figure  for  1925,  the  quality  is  reported  now  to  be  better  this  year  than  las 
The  dry  weather,  during  most  of  Septcmbed  dried' out  the  grain  which  originally 
had  an  unusual  moisture  content  due  to  wet  weather  at' harvest  time.  Grain  pro- 
curing in  Russia  by  the  Government  has  steadily  increased  up  to  October  1,  being 
on  that  date  only  4.5  per  cent  below  last  ycor.  .  On  September  20  the  amount  pro- 
cured was  7  pgr  cent  below  last  year  and  on  September  10  tho  decrease  was  9  per 
cent.    The  quality  of  wheat  is  better  than  last  year  and 
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there  is  an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  rye.    Owing  to  much  dry  weather 
in  England  the  greater  part  of  September,  according  to  the  United  States 
Weather  Bureau,  harvest  was  completed  in  good  order.    Dry  conditions  in  Fin- 
land at  the  beginning  of  the  summer  v/ere  relieved  towards  the  end  of  the 
ripening  period  by  moist  weather,  which  improved  considerably  the  harvest 
prospects  of  summer  grain. 

The  Rumanian  corn  crop  is  estimated  at  203,374,000  bushels  against 
175,164,000  bushels  last  year,  according  to  a  cable  received  too  late  to  be 
included  in  the  corn  production  table  on  page  525.     That  report  bears  out 
recent  statements  of  excellent  corn  prospects  in  that  country.     The  estimate 
is  higher  than  any  other  year  since  1911  for  which  figures  are  available. 
Exceptionally  warm  weather  during  the  third  week  in  September  greatly 
benefited  Austria's  corn  crop.    The  corn  crop  in  Portugal  is  reported  to 
be  a  failure  owing  to  continued  lack  of  rain.    Harvesting  of  the  crop  in 
Spain  was  reported  to  be  finished  the  third  week  in  September  and  in  general 
the  crop  was  abundant  and  of  good  quality* 

According  to  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau  conditions  in  India 
remain  favorable  e: cept  for  local  damage  to  crops  in  the  Central  Provinces 
and  Bengal.    Although  grain  production  in  Tunis  is  mediocre,  the  quality  of 
the  crops  is  reported  to  be  good.    The  week  ending  October  11  was  unusually 
warm  and  wet  in  Argentina  but  previously  the  rainfall  had  been  markedly  de- 
ficient for  several  weeks.    Beneficial  rains  in  Australia  made  good  growing 
weather  and  crop  prospects  are  generally  excellent.     See  page  521  for  de-

Fall  Sowing  Preparations 

Continued  dry  weather  in  Austria  and  France  have  delayed  field  work 
and  the  sowing  of  fall  crops  although  local  rains  fell  in  both  countries. 
The  weather  in  Germany  the  fourth  week  in  September  was  more  favorable  for 
field  work  and  farmers  were  busy  with  fall  sowing  operations.    Although  ad- 
ditional moisture  is  essential  in  Algeria  the  preparation  of  the  soil  for 
future  sowing  was  being  actively  carried  on  to\7ard  the  end  of  September. 


COTTON 

Heavy  rains  damaged  the  growing  cotton  crop  in  the  United  Provinces 
and  Kathiawar  in  India  during  the  latter  part  of  September  and  sunshine  and 
warm  weather  were  badly  needed  in  all  cotton  growing  sections.    A  cable  to 
the  United  States  Weather  Bureau,  dated  October  9,  states  that  conditions 
remain  unchanged  in  the  United  Provinces,  Madras,  Bihar  and  Orissa.  Heavy 
rains  and  floods  did  considerable  damage  to  crops  in  Central  Provinces  and 
Berar  but  an  opportune  break  in  the  rains  was  reported.     The  area  planted  to 
cotton  in  the  Punjab  (India)  up  to  the  end  of  September  this  year  was  2,669,000 
acres  compared  with  2,367,000  acres  for  the  same  period  last  year,  according  to 
a  cable  received  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.  The 
condition  of  the  crop  is  reported  as  93  per  cent  of  normal.    Planting  is  not  yet 
completed  in  this  province.     The  average  .  cotton  area  under  cultivation  in 

the  Pan jab  was  about  8  per  cent  of  the  average  area  under  cotton  in  India  dur- 
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ing  the  five  years  ending  1923-24.  The  area  planted  in  Madras  up  to  October  1 
is  estimated  at  728,300  acres  compared  with  1,078,200  acres  during  the  same 
period  last  year.     Crop  conditions  are  reported  to  he  fair  and  planting  is 
still  continuing.    On  an  average,  during  the  five  years  ending  1923-24  the 
total  area  under  cotton  in  the  Madras  Presidency  represented  ■about  10  per- 
cent of  the  total  area  under  cotton  in  India* 

Cotton  planting  is  finished  in  the  Eastern  Province  of  Uganda  and  the 
area  sown  this  year  is  expected  to  he  larger  than  last  year's,  according  to  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture.     The  weather  was  reported  to  he 
generally  favorable.     In  the  province  of  Buganda  cotton  planting  is  progress- 
ing favorably. 

The  Brazilian  Meteorological  service  reports  that  during  the  first  part 
of  September  the  weather  was  warm  and  dry  throughout  the  Northern  cotton  growing 
region,  with  some  rain  and  cooler,  weather  in  central  and  southern  Brazil,  accord-i| 
ing  to  Consul  General  Gaulin  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,    The  condition  of  the  plants  in 
the  north  was  satisfactory,  and  picking  was  continuing  with  good  yields.  In 
central  and  southern  Brazil  the  land  was  being  prepared  for  the  next  prop. 

Condition  of  the  Bulgarian  cotton  crop  on  September  1  was  159  per  cent 
of  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years,  the  same  as  the  condition  figure  for  the 
same  date  last  year,  according  to  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at 
Rome,

SUGAR  BEETS 


The  1926  European  sugar  beet  crop  in  10  countries  for  which  data  have 
been  received  amounts  to  18,482,000  short  tons  or  20.4  per  cent  below  last 
year  when  these  countries  produced  23,233,000  3hort  tons.     The  decrease  is 
mostly  accounted  for  by  Czechoslovakia,  Sweden,  Netherlands  and  Belgium,  Each 
of  these  countries  reported  smaller  sugarbeet  acreages  than  last  year.  This, 
together  with  weather  conditions,  which  were  especially  unfavorable  in  parts 
of  Czechoslovakia,  account  for  the  reduced  crops.    Ho  report  on  production 
has  been  received  from  Germany  but  the  acreage  of  that  country  was  about  equal 
to  that  of  last  year,  and  the  condition  of  the  crop  was  favorable  according 
to  the  latest  report.    No  estimate  of  the  Russian  crop  has  been  received,  This 
year's  acreage,  however,  is  reported  to  be  13  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year, 

Yihile  the  size  of  the  sugarbeet  crop  gives  an  indication  of  the 
probable  beet  sugar  harvest,  the  sucrose  content  of  the  beets  rust  also  be 
taken  into  consideration,,    ^he  latest  reports  on  sugarbeet  tests  received 
to  date  are  given  in  the  following  table.    These  are  not  the  final  tests 
however,  since  others  are  made  throughout  September  and  in  some  countries  as 
late  as  October.    The  final  tests  will  show  increase  in  sucrose  content  over 
the  figures  given  here  as  well  as  increase  in  weight  of  the  root.    In  the 
following  table  it  will  be  noted  that  in  Germany  the  sucrose  content  is  less 
bat  the  weight  of  the  beet  greater  than  at  the  seme  time  last  year,  this  may 
indicate  an  increase  over  last  year  in  the  actual  amount  of  sugar  per  beet. 
In  some  other  countries  reporting  increase  in  sucrose  content  but  decrease  in 
the  size  of  the  root,  the  reverse  is  true.

DENMARK  192.":     The  number  of  swine  in  Denmark  in 
July  1926  is  estimated  at  3,024,000  c-p-.rsd  with  2,517,000  in  1925  or  an 
increase  of  21  per  cent.     Thj  s  :"  s  the  largest  number  ever  returned  for 
Denmark  and  exceeds  the  previous  reeovcL  figure  of  1324  by  6  per  cent.  This 
increase  is  in  spite  of  a  dec  roues  reported  last  year  in  breeding  sows.

BRITISH  BACON  IIvIPORTS  INCREASE:     Imports  of  bacon  into  Great  Britain 
for  September,  at  77,056,000  pounds,  exceeded  the  figures  for  August  and  for 
last  year  by  8,000,000  pounds  and  12,000,000  pounds,  respectively,  according 
to  preliminary  figures  cabled  by  the  American  agricultural  commissioner  at 
London.

LATVIAN  BACON  EXPORTS:    With  the  increase  ir.  swine  in  Latvia  which 
amounted  to  4  per  cent  in  1326,  bacon  exports  to  England  have  also  increased, 
in  the  first  eight  months  of  1326,  according  to  the  "Biga  Times1'  of  September 
•IS,  bacon  exports  amounted  to  41,387,000  pounds  compared  with  8,074,000  pounds 
in  1525  for  the  same  period  or  about  412  per  cent.

AUSTRALIAN  SHEEP  INCREASING;    The  number  of  sheep  in  Australia  may 
reach  100,000,000  head  by  December  31,  1926,  according  to  the  Australian 
correspondent  of  the  "Manchester  Guardian"*,     Consistent  increases  during  1925 
brought  the  total  at  the  end  of  that  year  to  approximately  97,000,000  against

INCREASED  WOOL  PRODUCTION  IN  AUSTRALIA?    Wool  production  for  the 
1926-27  season  in  Australia  is  now  placed  at  775,000,000  pounds,  according 
to  the  "Manchester  Guardian"  in  an  account  cf  the  new  statistical  methods  of 
the  Commonwealth,    It  is  said  that,  had  conditions  in  Queensland  been  favor-

TURKISH  1926  WOOL  CLIP;     The  1926  wool  clip  is  estimated  at  approxi- 
mately 7,000,000  pounds  according  to  Alfred  Abrevoya,  Clerk  at  the  American 
Consulate  in  Constantinople*    This  Is  9  per  cent  smaller  than  the.  estimated 
clip  of  7,716,000  pounds  in  1925.    Most  of  this  wool  bas  been  sold  locally 
for  carpet  making  purposes,,     Greece  purchased  a  fairly  large  quantity  of 
Turkish  carpet  wool  this  year  but  purchase  offers  from  other  countries  were 
insignificant.

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SMYRNA  RAISIN  CROP  ESTIMATE^  REDUCED;     The  Smyrna  raisin  outlook^  is  - 
slightly  less  optimistic  than  previous  reports  indicated  hut  the  0X0$  is 
generally  believed  to  be  large  .compared  with  last  year ,  according  to  Consul 
Honaker  at  Smyrna.    Latest  estimates  advanced  by  the  tra&o  range  fr*>n  41,000 
to  44,000  short  tons  compared  with  the. previous  estimate  of  44,000  to  50,000  , 
short  tons  and  last- year*  s  final  estimate  of  31,970  tons.    Since  no  scientific 
collection  of  statistics  is  in  force,  estimates  can  only  be  based  on  opinions  ; 
of  local  merchants  and  producers  whose  ideas  are  sometimes  influenced  by  reason 
of  their  business  or  economic  relations  states  the  Consul. 

SMYRNA  FIGS  IMPROCED:    Average  estimates  place  the  1923  Smyrna  crop  -of 
figs  at  34,000  to  36,000  short  tons,  according  to  Consul  S.  W,  Konaker.    The  . 
strong  south  wind  which  prevailed  for  several  days  during  the  middle'  of  August 
had  a  very  beneficial  effect  upon  figs,  restricting  the  disease  known  as  nBasra" 
and  drying  up  the  spots  which  has  occurred  on  some  of  the  fruit.    The  damage 
that  was  expected  earlier  in  the  season  has  therefore  been  minimized  to  some 
extent,  but  a  large  percentage  of  the  crop  will  not  be  of  the  quality  desired

1926  I  STRIA  FILBERT  CROP  SMALL:    Due  to  unfavorable  climatic  conditions'- 
in  the  spring  and  early  sianmer  the  1923  filbert  crop  of  Istria,  Italy,  is  ex- 
pected to  amount  to  only  40  per  "cent  of  last  year's  crop,'  reports  Consul  Bow- 
nean  at  Trieste.    Reliable  figures  furnished  by  a  prominent  dealer  who  has  al- . 
most  complete  control  of  the  filbert  market  in  Istria,  place  the  1925  crop  at 
.150,000  pounds  of  which  about  130,000  pounds  were  exported  to  the  United  States 
according  to  the  Consul.    He  believes  the  estimate  of  50,000  pounds  for  the 
1925  crop,  furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Bureau  of  the  Province,  to  be  too  low. 

TURKEY  FILBERT  CROP  MUCH  BELOW  LAST  TSAR:    The  1925  filbert  crop  of  ; 
Turkey  is  estimated  at  100,000  bags  of  176  pounds  of  shelled  nuts,  or  hardly- 
one  third  of  last  yeard. production,  reports  Consul  Allen  at  Constantinople. 
The  quality  of  the  crop  should  be  above  that  of  last  year,  however,  since  the 
filbert  crop  is  said  to  be  abundant,  like  the  oliye  crop,  in  alternate  years  and 
the  year  of  deficient  quantity  results  in  better  quality  according  to  the  consul 
Market  prices  are  said  to  be  rising  being  quoted  at  122  piasters  per  oke 
(2si  cents  per  lb".)  for  the  old  crop  and  125  piasters  per  oke  (24  .cents  per  lb.) 
for  the  new  crop  F.O.B.  Black  Sea  ports.    Exports  for  last  season  amounted  to  \ 
250,000  bags  out  of  a  total  production  of  300,000  bags,  states  Consul  Allen.' 
Available  stocks  for  export  this  season  amount  to  50,000  bags  from  the  old  crop 
and  100,000  from  the  new  or  150,000  bags  of  shelled  filberts  in  all. 
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RUSSIAN  LIVESTOCK  PRODUCTION  ADD  EXPORT 

The  number  of  cattle  and  hogs  in  Russia  during  1924  and  1925  having 
practically  returned  to  the  1916  levels,  there  has  been  a  marked  increase 
in  interest  in  exporting  those  animals  and  their  products  especially  hogs 
and  pork.     According  to  official  Russian  figures,  forwarded  by  G.  C.  Haas, 
American  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  3erlin  and  set  forth  below,  cattle 
in  1925  were  99.7  per  cent  of  the  1916  number,  hogs  84.0  per  cent  and  sheep 
and  goats,  92.5  per  cent. 

\7hile  Russia  has  never  been  vie7;ed  as  a  leading  source  of  pork  pro- 
ducts, the  comparatively  low  prices  now  prevailing  in  British  bacon  and 
German  hog  markets  lend  significance  to  increased  supplies  from  any  source. 
According  to  Mr.  Haas,  quoting  "Die  Vblkswirtschaf t  der  Union  der  Sozialistichen 
Soviet  Republiken",  1926,  No.  15-15,  20,060  hogs  were  exported  in  1924,  against 
80,000  in  1911  of  which  73,000  went  to  Germany.    By  treaty,  Russian  hogs  exports 
to  Germany  are  limited  to  41,600  hogs  a  year,  a  figure  which  is  felt  to  be  far 
below  the  Russian  actual  and  potential  export  capacity.     The  treaty  stipulates 
further  that  all  hogs  from  Russia  must  be  shipped  by  sea  via  Leningrad  to  the 
German  Baltic  port  of  Sassnitz.     Since  the  ports  are  closed  nearly  six  months 
of  the  year,  shipments  would  have  to  be  made  at  the  rate  of  7,000  head  per 
month  during  the  open  season,  a  rate  which  is  said  to  be  too  great  for  present 
port  facilities.    Russian  fresh  pork  is  prohibited  entry  into  Germany.    A  new 
veterinary  treaty  between  the  two  countries  to  alleviate  the  situation  is  be- 
ing discussed.    Russian  bacon  appears  in  relatively  small  quantities  on  the 
British  market.
